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Refi^ee quotas 
w91 be met, 
says Ron Atkey

More than 3,000 Canadian 
groups have offered to sponsor 

17.000 Vietnamese refugees 
since the federal government 
increased its refugee quotas, 
federal employment and Im- 
migration minister Ron Atkey 
told a McGill audience last 
night. 

"I think you’ll agree we’ll 
have no problem meeting our 

50.000 objective”, he said. 

The speech, attended by a 

small crowd of about 70, was 
sponsored by the Chaplaincy 
sen/ice. 

The majority of Atkey’s 
speech was taken up with 
reviewing the government’s 
policies and procedures with, 
regard to the "boat people”. 

"Canada Is at the forefront of 
nations offering to settle these 
people”, said Atkey. 

Atkey described the match- 
ing program, in which the 
government has agreed to 
sponsor an additional refugee 
for every one sponsored by 
private groups. "Because we 
have this matching program 
sponsoring groups can directly 
influence the number of refu- 
gees coming Into the country". 

Sponsoring groups take over 
after the government has fin- 
ished with immigration pro- 
cedures. The private' spon- 
soring groups are expected to 
provide not only money, jobs, 
and housing, but moral support 
as well. 

"It’s in this area of refugee 
re-settlement that we think we 
are doing a pretty good job as a 



nation”. 

Atkey praised two McGill 
groups for sponsoring refu- 
gees. One is a joint sponsor- 
ship program between Uni- 
versité de Québec a Montreal 
and McGill, known as UQAM- 
McGIII. The physiology depart- 
ment is also sponsoring several 
boat people under the direction 
of Kresimir Krnjevic. 

Atkey’s speech was followed 
by a brief panel debate between 
himself and Mr. and Mrs. 
Douglas Cohen, founding 
members of the Montreal Com- 
mittee to save the Boat People. 
Douglas Cohen asked Atkey 
what would have happened had 
the Canadian people been 
willing to only sponsor 3,000. 
Atkey responded that In that 
case the government would 
have reviewed its position. 

One member of the audience 
questioned the humanitarian 
aspects of government policy 
and suggested that perhaps the 
government was acting from 
feelings of guilt, and demanded 
to know why the Canadian 
government was attacking the 
government of Vietnam, when 
the problems in that area had 
been caused by the war. 

Atkey replied that neither he 
nor his government were acting 
from feelings of guilt. “Let’s 
argue the present. People are 
being put to se in boats - my 
friend, that’s genocide, the 
worst form since the thirties. 
When a country commits geno- 
cide, a country like Canada has 
the right to speak out". 



Canadians have proved overwhelming supportive of the federal government’s decision to 
Increase the refugee quota, immigration minister Ron Atkey told a McQlli audience 
Tuesday night.

JMC okays $8,000 for RAEU

The Joint Management Com- 
mittee (JMC), the body that 
administers Students’ Society 
finances, granted conditional 
approval for a $4,000 expen- 
diture to.be used for external 
affairs purposes at a meeting 
last night. 



The money, requested by vp 
external Benoit Laurin, will be 
used to pay McGill’s member- 
ship fees in Regroupment des 
Associations Etudiantes Uni- 
versitaire (RAEU). 

The $4,000 will pay for first 
term fees, after which the JMC 
has agreed to review the 



~ McGill drops admission standards

A recently released Senate 
report shows that McGill ad- 
mission standards were 
dropped a year before last 
spring’s senate decision to 
lower them. The report also 
confirmed that the faculty of 
Arts is the administration’s 
biggest source of tuition in- 
come. 

According to McGill Director 
of Admissions Peggy Shep- 
pard, a 7 per cent drop in the 
number of refusals in 1978 
reflects a more lenient ad- 
missions policy as compared 
with the three previous years. 



Only 20 per cent of applicants 
were refused outright in 1978, 
as opposed to 27 per cent 
refusal rate in 1977. 

The most striking drop was In 
the admission standards for 
American applicants. Refusal 
rates for Americans dropped 
from 44 per cent in 1977 to 22 
percent in 1978. 

Though benefiting from a 
seven per cent less stringent 
admissions policy in 1978, 
Third World students face a 
higher refusal rate than any 
other group of students. In 1978 
overseas students were refused 



at a rate of 44 per cent. 

The 1978 refusal rate for 
English Canadians was 29 per 
cent, with a 14 per cent refusal 
rate for francophone CEGEP 
graduates and a 9 per cent rate 
for graduates of anglophone 
CEGEPs. 

The lower admission stan- 
dards make Arts an in- 
creasingly important source of 
revenue with regard to student 
fees and per capita government 
grants. A mere 8 per cent of 
applications to this faculty 
were refused admission in 1978 
compared with 15 per cent in 
1977. The 1,394 new Arts 



students admitted this year 
comprise 41 per cent of new 
registrations. 

A CEGEP diploma is now a 
sure ticket to admittance to the 
McGill Arts faculty. Less than 2 
per cent of CEGEP applicants 
were refused in 1979. 

The more job oriented 
faculties have a higher refusal 
rate. Sixty-four per cent of 
applicants to the faculty of 
architecture were refused, 53 
per cent to physiotherapy, 42 
per cent to occupational 
therapy and 34 per cent to 
management.

The JMC approval of the 
motion will now go to Council 
for debate and a vote. 

McGill has been a member of 
RAEU for the past three years, 
said Laurin, but the organiza- 
tion, which started as a sub- 
committee of ANEQ, is 
planning a move toward Inde- 
pendence and so requires a 
start-up capital. 

Laurln said RAEU would be 
better off out of ANEQ because 
of what he termed ANEQ’s 
"problems In leadership, and 
general ideological orienta- 
tion.” He said the structure of 
RAEU, which now has nine of 
Quebec’s 11 universities as 
members. Is easier to work with 
than ANEQ. 

Since RAEU’s membership is 
only composed of university 
associations, McGill students’ 
Interests will be better repre- 
sented than they would have 
been in ANEQ, said Laurin.

the province's CEGEPS and 
universities as members.

Here he 
played out the role he yearned for but 
somehow was always preempted from 
doing: the patron and provider of 
culture. 

Heinemann encouraged and sup- 
ported what he thought was good. 
"Here, I think you need this," he would 
say thrusting a few dollars or the 
number of a friend Into the hands of 
some young poet or musician. 
Readings would be arranged, a gallery 
would be set up, a concert would be 
planned, all under the protecting roof 
of the Heinemann bookstore. Culture 
for him was a demonstration of the 
beautiful possibilities of man, an af- 
firmation that life was to be good and 
beautiful. 

On this, no figure or price can be 
estimated. His contribution to the 
culture of this city was an attempt to 
bridge the culture gap between Europe 
and North America. He had old styles 
and old ways and those artists who 
looked to Europe for cultural meaning 
would find Heinemann there speaking 
to them on their own level, giving them 
his personal lebananshauung (outlook 
on life). Daryl Hine, a poet and editor 
of a respected literary journal In 
Chicago, Is one such artist to have 
received sustenance to continue. 

In his personal life Heinemann was 
a humanitarian. He supported the 
Unitarian Church because of the 
freedom of worship It gave to people. 
•While understandably he did not 
believe in a particular god, he was 
deeply committed to a belief in the 
mystical, the supernatural. At home he 
had the complete first editions of 
Freud’s works as well as numerous 
works on the supernatural. He 
collected early medieval miniatures, 
and would sit for hours leisurely 
looking over them, bewitched by their 
beauty and grace. 

Perhaps his mysticism will senre 
him well now that he Is gone. If he’s 
born again, he once said, he would 
spend life In the great Gothic chur- 
ches of Europe listening to the 
pastoral music of Bach and viewing 
with special care the mysterious works 
of Da Vinci. That would be the perfect 
life for Heinz Heinemann. 



Heinz Heinemann is lighting another 
cigarette and for a few seconds his 
smile disappears. He pockets his 
lighter and blows a little cloud of 
smoke out of the corner of his mouth. 
His smile returns and he leans toward 
me as if to confide to an old friend. 

"You know, this Is a dirty habit and 
it makes me III at time but I so love 
the feel of a cigarette." 

He says this in a deliberate, 
unhurried manner, his Teutonic accent 
and carefully chosen words reminding 
me of the sturdy and wise plutocrats 
who were the patrons of that great 
German edifice of godless culture. 
Such an Impression Is not mere fancy 
but Is actually a part of this man’s 
character, a link with the past which 
almost appeared stronger than his 
connection with the present. 

Heinemann, the son of a banker, 
was born near Frankfurt but spent his 
youth growing up In Isherwood’s 
Berlin. He studied art history at a local 
museum, later going on to open his 
own bookstore. Here he began his life 
as a man of letters. For someone who 
loved mankind as he did, his wanting 
to be a bibliophile was natural. 

‘All that mankind has done, thought, 
gained or been: It is lying as in magic 
presenration In the pages of books.’ 

His love for man and for the 
pleasures of life seem as an anomaly 
In an age of desperate negativism and 
doubt. "You know what your problem 
Is," he said to the German playwright 
Bertolt Brecht, "Is that yoü are too full 
of nichtleben, saying no to life. You 
should be saying yes to life." 

Nazi Germany wished they could 
have such enthusiastic people In their 
ranks as Heinemann. His zealous 
attempts to resist the censorship and 
propaganda boards of Dr. Goebbels 
eventually led to the closing of his 
bookstore, however, and his en- 
thusiasm to fight against what was 
undemocratic forced him to t<^S! leave 
of Germany In 1939. Joining the 
exodus of 20,000 other Europeans 
fleeing from the threat of Nazism, 
Heinemann moved to Shanghai where 
the antiquarian bought first the books 
and libraries of the French and English 
who were arrested by the Japanese, 
and then the libraries of the Japanese,

What to do about RAEU?

Most Quebec university 
students' associations are con- 
sidering breaking off from 
i'Association Nationaie des 
Etudiants du Québec (ANEQ) 
and recognizing ie Regroupe- 
ment des Associations Etudi- 
antes Universitaires (RAEU) as 
their soie nationai repre- 
sentative. 

Among the universities who 
are tentativeiy committed to 
support the spiit are i’Uni- 
versité de Montréal, McGill, 
Sherbrooke, Concordia, Poly- 
technique and les Hautes 
Etudes Commerciales. 

RAEU's official position will 
be made public at their next 
congress on October 7. 

The dissenting universities 
feel that, as the official voice of 
Québec's university and 
CEGEP students, ANEQ Is "too 
radical" and "does not repre- 
sent adequately university 
students’ Interests". 

For example, many univer- 



sities complain about their 
under-representation In ANEQ. 

"Each institution has only 
one vote, no matter how many 
students it represents. Univer- 
sities, who comprise half of 
ANEQ's students, don’t have 
the Influence they would have. 
Proportional representation 
was Instituted", said an execu- 
tive member of REP., the 
students’ society of l’Université 
Laval. 

Up to now, only executive 
members of each association 
have met to discuss the sub- 
ject. Contrary to McGill’s 
Students’ Society, most asso- 
ciations won’t take an official 
stand before they consult the 
students. 

“The executive favors RAEU 
instead of ANEQ. However we 
have to discuss the split in the 
orientation congress this week- 
end. We will inform each 
association on the pros and 
cons for RAEU.

This summer Radio McGill was refused money to buy new, 
equipment, summer staffers at Legal Aid were not granted a 
$20-per-week raise despite the fact their salaries had 
remained the same for years, the McGill Dally had to cut the 
number of planned issues from 100 to 93, Students’ Society 
Typesetting cut a shift to try and make It financially viable 
and on and on. Cuts were made everywhere. 

There’s no money. It just isn’t there. That was this sum-

But last night at a Joint Management Committee (JMC 
monitors Society finances) meeting they sang a different 
tune. When Benoit Laurin, vp external, suggested that he’d 
like $8,000 so McGill could join RAEU (an association of 
Quebec universities), the JMC found the money they 
overlooked all summer, the money that wasn’t there for 
functional groups and clubs who had their budgets pared to

Joining RAEU Is a major political decision . and the 
procedure Laurin and the executive committee have 
followed does not boar this out. While It Is true that the JMC 
Is only an advisory body, and Students’ Council cannot bo 
bound by its decisions, Laurin had no business asking the 
JMC for $8000 to join RAEU before Council debated the 

iS8U6 

Going to Councll wlth a budget and saying "look, we have 
the money so let’s do It" is like getting out a rubber stamp. 
Obviously Council should not discuss the costs of paper 
clips but the RAEU decision Is major and should not have 
been entertained by the JMC until Council had voted that 
joining RAEU was desirable. 

The whole procedure followed in the RAEU affair is 

lamentable. , • 

Not only has the Students’ Society Executive Committee 
shafted the clubs and functional groups It exists to serve. It 
has also acted In a most undemocratic manner by paving the 
way for a policy decision that will affect all students, without 
having consulted the elected representatives of all students.

tend to reinforce this view. 

We read about Albertans forming "West First political parties, 
greedily demanding the world price for their oil, consistently 
voting Conservative and loudly decrying eastern Influence in the 
political, cultural and economic affairs of the province. 

If Is from this steadily hostile reportage that Canadians have 
formed a mental image of their western brethren. The caricature, 
however, rests almost entirely upon a couple of superficial ob- 
servations: the wealth and voting behaviour of Albertans. 

The myth of wealth holds that those stubble-jumpers have 
collectively cashed In on the province’s oil wealth. It is a gross 
exaggeration of the truth. 

Oil royalty rights are not held privately In Alberta any more than 
asbestos rights are held privately in Quebec. Mineral rights belong 
to the provincial government and they are auctioned off for large 
sums to corporate bidders. 

The oil wealth has spilled over Into the hands of middle class 
Albertans but despite the extraordinary financial success of a few, 
the majority receive a share of the prosperity In the form of wages. 
High wages, however, mean nothing to people who live with the 
highest housing-prices In Canada and rapidly rising food, clothing 
and rent costs. Farmers, too benefit little from the petroleum 
wealth. The market price of their products has not risen as steadily 
as have the costa of machinery, fuel and fertilizers. 

The groups hardest hit by the provincial prosperity are the 
service employees and the native Indians. Alberta is the least 
unionized of any province and its waitresses and janitors live in a 
desperate urban poverty. Alberta’s Indians suffer unemployment 
rates as high as 80 per cent on some reserves and a similarly high 
percentage of their homes lack the most basic facilities of Indoor 
plumbing and running water. 

The voting behaviour of wild rose country inhabitants is not the 
black and white process it has been painted. Their voting patterns 
are a complex interplay of history, a circular and self-sustaining 
alienation from the decision-making process and electoral 
campaigns heavily financed by U.S.-owned multinationals. Peace 
River and Lethbridge are a long way from Qttawa. The people there 
have unique political histories that are not given expression within 
any of the major political parties and they resent the fact that the 
representatives they do send to Ottawa are not given access to the 
inner circles of powèr. In fact, they resent It so much there they 
keep sending representatives who, because of Intransigence or a 
lack of talent, seal themselves off from active participation in the 
decision-making process. 

Which Is why having Joe Clark as PM poses some serious 
questions about the future political perceptions of Albertans. 
Clark may well be a sorry figure for a leader but he Is one of the few 
westerners who has managed to gain any measure of real power In 
Ottawa In recent years. A hatchet job by the press, as Clark has 
been subjected to so far, will sit uneasily in the minds of these 
regionallsts. 

A far more crucial dimension of Alberta life that is being ignored 
is the emerging social consciousness sweeping the province. 
Almost ten years of unrelenting industrial expansion has played 
havoc with the social fabric. Suicide, violent crime, divorce and 
alcoholism have settled upon the cities like bad weather and the 
natives are beginning to recognize it. The local artists, novelists, 
playwrights and poets are working feverishly to offer the province 
critical self-analysis and self-definition and Canada a vital 
regional art. 

There is more, much of It Canadians will never be exposed to if 
they rely upon the popular media for information. As for me, 1 don’t 
think the caricatures are funny. I find them almost painful. But 
then, maybe it’s because I was born and raised out there among 
those stubblejumpers.
